The call of the wild has been heard 
by most of us at some period of our 
lives and many of those who have not 
answered it loye to hear of the deeds 
of the others, who, more daring, per¬ 
haps, have. It came without a doubt 
to the 300 men who, when recruits 
were called for in 1873, for a mounted 
police force for the northwest, jumped 
at the chance to join, and equally with 
out a doubt the hundreds who have 
followed in their footsteps heard and 
replied. That is why the annals of the 
force are packed with incidents when 
nothing but the coo! daring of its mem¬ 
bers enabled them to extricate them¬ 
selves from the unpleasant and dan¬ 
gerous positions in which they fre¬ 
quently found themselves. Scattered 
throughout the western provinces are 
many ex-members of the mounted 
police, who in the ordered occupation 
of their present day lives, have little 
time to think of those by-gone days, 
when they wore the “scarlet and gold,” 
but let them gather at one of the month 
Iy meetings of the Veteran's Assacia- 
tion which take place in Vancouver, 
Calgary and Edmonton, and I fancy 
that arlyone- who delights in the hear¬ 
ing of red-blooded adventures could 
assuredly rely on spending a most en¬ 
joyable and profitable evening if he 
was fortunate enough to be present. 

Memories of the Past 

Had such a person been, for instance 


he would never have imagined for one 
moment that the short man .with thej 
drooping brown moustache and thej 
unruly hair had been one of the Six con 
stables who rode out from Fort WfaiSli/, 
on the crisp. March morning of 1878; 
when Major Walsh 1 went forth to meet

elated at having eluded the American 
General .Miles, who hounded them right 
up to boundary line. Seven mounted

» Lentous, but then, that was the way 
the police. 

Let them pick again. Ha! this time 
a famous bugler; whose clarion notes 
have roused the prairie echoes round 
ok! Fort Macleod in the far off clays 
when 250 mounted men looked upon 
the post as home; perhaps he will tell 
of the astounding feat, of “The Dog” 
and “The Rib” who escaped from their 
escort when they were bound for Stony 
Mountain penitentiary; handcuffed and 
shackled, they disappeared from Dun- 
more, just as the fall night was closin, 
in, the next morning at sunrise they 
were back on the blood reserve, 130 
miles away. How did they do it? The 
bugler might know, he was one of the 
escort. 

Saw Charcoal Hanged 

Once again, the slim chap with the 
whitening hair, he- was once a cor¬ 
poral, he stood* beneath the trap, the

November Grain Loadings

Loading approximately 37,000,000 
bushels of grain over their western 
.unes during November, 1923, the Can¬ 
adian National Railways have in the 
month just past, exceeded all former 
according to officials of the system at 
Winnipeg. The total grain loaded 
ovr the system from September 1 to 
November 29, 1923 was 103,891,000 
bushels and to this is added approx¬ 
imately 1,500,000 bushels loaded on 
November 30. Loadings for Nevem- 
bt*r of last year amounted to28.600,000, 
while the comparison of the October 
loadings shows 40,274,000 for October 
1923 as against 33,401,000 during the 
same month last year which was 
the heaviest morjth of last season. 
Saskatchewan contributed the major 
portion of the November loadings, 
with 20,074,000 bushels. That the 
Canadian National loadings 
than catching up on total market¬ 
ings daily, is shown by the fact that 
Saskatchewan marketings during this 
year totalled 19,813,000 bushels.

Methods in use in EuTSpe ^for the 
extraction of oil from tar sands, may 
be applied to the tar sand deposits in 
Alberta.
